The Vega entered the Sound on the 
15th inst, and was received by a flotilla 
of flag-bedecked Danish and Swedish 
steamers and a salute from Kronborg. 
Later in the evening she atrived near 
Copenhagen, and the next morning the 
Swedish Minister, with hia suite, went 
out to her, when she anchored in the 
harbour, giving to and receiving from the 
forta a Royal salute. A deputation from 
“| the Geographical Society, the Rectérs of 
the Universities of Copenhagen and 
‘Luni, and representatives-of the Copen- 
hagen merchants: went on board, the 
Prefect, Mayor, and several unions wait- 
ingon shore, The weather was splendid, 
and there was a crowd of about 20,000 
persons, The whole place was covered 
with flags and decorations.
